Wednefday Morning the Body of Eliza. 
beth Hargill was found in one of the Docks 
in this this Town, to Appearance drowned; 
but on being taken up, Marks of Vioience 
appeared on the Body, particularly a large 
Bruife on the Forehead, with the Skull frac. 
tured, and it was tuppofed the muft have been 
murdered, and then thrown into the Dock, 
A Jury of Inquet was fummoned, whe 
brought ia their Verdiét, wilful Marder, b 
William Young, and John Moloy.—The 
Faéts concerniug this horrid Affair appear 
as follow :—Thai about 7 o’clock the Decea- 
fed went from the Hoafe of a Widow Tyler, 
on Mr. William Chaie’s Wharf, with Willi. 
am Young (whois Matter of a {mal! Schooner 
from St. John’s Ifland) on board his Veffel: 
‘Lhat after he had been on board about Haif 
an Hour he returned to Mrs. Tyler’s, where 
he had left the above mentioned John Mol- 
oy (who appears to be a Hand belonging to 
the above Schooner) and ae him the Key 
ofhis Cabbin: That Moloy went on board 
the Veffel; and that Young teon followed 
him on board: That the Deceafed was lying 
on one of the Beds in the Cabbin, when the 
went down :—T hat ore or bothof iaem seok 
the Deceafed upon Deca, and with fome 
Weapon geve her a Biew on her Forehead, 
and one other on the back of her 
Head, by which blows fhe undoubtedly came 
to her death; and then to prevent a difcove- 
ry, threw the Body into the river :—That 
Young, after the Murder, came again to Mrs. 
Tyler’s called for Liquor, andappeared much 
agitated. A perion, by the nawe ot Furlong, 
then went down to the Vefiel, and tound 








Bocas’ —flandingin the Cabbin, apparently 
flupid, as he called to him feveral times be- — 


fore he took any Notice of him, and whea 
he did, faid he.mui nt leave him ; that he 
would not flay there alone, and finally went 
up with Furlong to Mrs. Tyler’s where 
Young was, drinking. Before Midnight, _ 
Young and Moloy went on Board the Viel. 
The Clothes of the Deceafed wee found hid 
in a Locker in the Cabbin, andthe Deck, 
Quarter Deck, Boom and Quarter Rails, 
were bloody. ‘The body was tound jaf und- 
er the fchooner’s ftera. Young and Molo? 
are confined in priion.
